Saint Yves, the for­ 
mer marathon runner and now a dis­ 
patch bearer in the French army, has 
returned to Paris for a special 24- 
hour furlough, granted him because of 
a particularly perilous mission which 
he carried out in the course of his du­ 
ties in the trenches in front of Saint 
Quentin. 
While trying to carry orders from 
the advanced French trench line to 
a French machine gun crew which 
had established itself in a shell hole 
in the middle of “No Man’s Land” 
half-way between the opposing lines, 
Saint Yves was “spotted” by two Ger­ 
man machine-gun crows, also holding 
shell holes. 
They opened a cross-fire on the for­ 
mer 
long-distance 
runner 
and 
he 
dropped into the nearest shell hole, 
which was almost full of rain water. 
Saint Yves remained in the water, 
with just his head above the surface 
to enable him to breathe, 
for 
five 
hours, or until after darkness. 
Then 
he crept out and made his way to 
the French machine-gun position, de­ 
livered the orders to the lieutenant 
in charge and made his way to the 
trenches again. 
Sent to the Hospital. 
Saint Yvfes had to go to a hospital for 
ten days, however, as the shell hole 
water In which he had been immersed 
so long was “gassy,” having asimllat- 
ed the poisonous properties of rho gas 
shells from both sides which had been 
rained down in “No Man’s Land.” Sev­ 
eral hours after Saint Yves emerged 
from the shell hole the poisonous wa­ 
ter got in its effect. 
Saint Yves was wounded in the leg 
last May, but has entirely recovered 
from that and asserts he will be able 
to run as well as ever lf the war ever 
ends and he gets back Into civilian 
life. 
The marathon runner has applied 
for a transfer to the aviation, and his 
superior officers have Indorsed his re­ 
quests 
He expects to be called to an 
aviation school to begin his training at 
m y time. 
Saint Yves will try to be 
brevetted as a fighting pilot for flying 
in single-seated machines. 
‘I hear that poor old Tom Longboat 
has been killed with the Canadians up 
near Lens,” said Saint Yves. 
“Well, 
Tom was a wonderful runner, but no 
man ever lived that can run as fast 
as the Boche bullets. 
“Our sector at the front—opposite 
Saijit Quentin, where the Germans re­ 
treated to the Hindenburg line—is sup­ 
posed in be quiet all the time, but we 
had a little fight up there a few weeks 
ago that was pretty lively. 
I was as­ 
signed 
as 
dispa tch-bearer, 
carrying 
messages 
from 
the 
colonel 
up 
to 
the line, because the German bom­ 
bardment 
had 
plowed 
up 
all 
the 
ground behind our first and second 
line of trenches and torn up the tele­ 
graph and telephone wires, and their 
artillery had also wrecked a lot of 
our wireless. 
Had Narrow Escapes. 
“I had i^yeral close shaves in cross­ 
ing oui in the open, with the German 
snipers potting at me from I,(XX) me­ 
ters away* 
A couple of big shells 
dropped pretty near me, too, but then 
you get used to shells, whereas ma­ 
chine guns and rifles always annoy 
you. 
“Pretty soon I hope to be in the 
aviation service and after I get bre­ 
vetted as a pilot and have some ex­ 
perience of flying at the front, I’m 
going to apply to be sent to America 
as an instructor for United States 
army aviators.” 
The wife and family of Saint Yves 
are now at Dieppe. 
Contrary to gen­ 
eral belief, Saint Yves was never a 
walter in 
a 
Paris cafe. 
Born In 
Houen. be lived and worked there us 
a bicycle repair man prior to going 
to the United States eight years ago 
as a long-distance runner.

no bread may be sold unless 12 hours 
old. 
Following on restrictions of 50 
per cent and 40 pen* cent, manufactur­ 
ers are now restricted to the use of 
only 25 per cent of the amount of 
sugar they used In 1915. 
Speaking 
generally, the use of foodstuffs for in­ 
dustrial purposes und for the feeding 
of animals has been either restricted 
or prohibited. 
W aste of bread is a 
criminal offense. 
“Appeals for economy in consump­ 
tion have been made, and a new cam­ 
paign is being organis'd to this end. 
The maximum price of the quartern 
loaf has been reduced to nlnepence for 
cash over the counter. 
It was found 
possible to do this by subsidizing flour. 
I find it necessary to control practical­ 
ly all essential commodities. The dan­ 
ger that in reducing prices we may 
restrict supplies and increase consump­ 
tion is obvious, but I think it can be 
largely overcome. 
“It has be<?u suggested that our re­ 
cent fixing of m eat prices will lead to 
excessive slaughtering. 
If It does, we 
are in a position to control the trans­ 
port of meat, and we are taking steps 
to license the slaughter house. A con­ 
dition of the license will be that no 
more than a certain number of cattle 
are slaughtered per week. 
We also 
propose to control the sales through 
tile auctions, and we can limit the 
quantity there. 
In the course of a 
month or two we hope to be able to 
determine approximately what quan­ 
tity of meat ought to go to each indus­ 
trial area and to limit the quantity if 
necessary. 
Maximum wholesale meat 
prices for the whole kingdom have 
been fixed independently of the cost ok 
transport, but we hope to meet the 
danger that producing areas, because 
of this, alight get more than their fair 
share of supplies by fixing a flat rail­ 
way rate.

> PAY ISIEP.KE0 EDES 
U. S. Will Give German Army 
and Navy Officers the Salary 
of Their Grade. 


Men Are Urged to Be “ Rather Cun­ 
ning Than Courageous”—Told Not 
to Lie, But to Give Only Such Infor­ 
mation as Is Known Already to Be 
in Possession of the Enemy. 


Most of the information which the 
opposing forces gel about one another 
Is obtained by patrols, and by trench 
raids for the purpose of bringing back 
prisoners, writes Paul Scott Mowrer 
in the Chicago News. 
In a recently 
captured order, the colonel command­ 
ing the Second Bavarian Infantry com­ 
plains that, most of the time, “the 
French are more cunning than we.” 
and urges his me% to be “rather cun­ 
ning than courageous” when tiding pa­ 
trol work. 
“My men,” ho adds, “do 
not need to show their courage; if is 
known well enough. 
What is needed 
is skillful ruses." 
He thereupon instructs the men bow 
they shall behave if they have the 
misfortune to bo taken prisoner. 
In 
this event they are advised to appear 
to be sincere but stupid. They are to 
give such information as tin* enemy 
probably 
already 
Jins—information 
concerning what troops are in tile first 
lines, aud what units are to tin* right 
and left. When asked how many men 
there are in his company, the prisoner 
-is to reply “between IOO aud 200.” but 
that he doesn’t know exactly, because 
some are on leave, and some are work­ 
ing on reserve trenches. 
When asked 
concerning gun positions he is to an- 
kg&wer that he has heard the German 
artillery firing a great deal behind the 
lines, but how is he to know’ where the 
guns are? In short, he is not to lie, 
but to answer, for it is useless to try 
to deceive the French; they will work 
the truth out of him somehow, if they 
once catch him telling a falsehood, and 
so begin to suspect him. 
Such, at 
least, Is the colonel’s opinion. 
A notebook captured on a soldier of 
the Twenty-fourth infantry indulges in 
somewhat bitter cpi grams at the ex­ 
pense of the Prussians, who. he says, 
have “big mouths” (das grosse Maul), 
whereas 
the Bavarians 
have 
fists.” “ It is they (the Prussians) who 
do the talking, but we (the Bavarians) 
clo the fighting." 
Germany Picks Over Battlefield. 
Practically the whole German army 
on the front is now being employed, 
“0)5 “tncheft. vt the task (if mgpiekiug 
the battlefield. So short of every kind 
of supplies is Germany becoming and 
so careful and economical is the Ger­ 
man organization that the military aur 
tborities are at present trying t<* save 
practically everything—rags of cloth­ 
ing. old boots, shell and cartridge 
cases, iron fragments, even pieces of 
barbed wire. These orders were first 
given In July. They were repeated in 
September, wit ii the add! I ion that even 
the feserve being held for th** execu­ 
tion of counter-attacks were to be uti­ 
lized for this work. 
There are also especial salvage com­ 
panies which can be called at any time 
to exploit a particularly fertile field of 
debris. 
Premiums are paid the men 
in accordance with the value of what 
they turn in. 
There was dutifully 
I ver tliis question ai one time, as it 
Agas found that men of tile supply serv- 
Jffke were stealing fresh cases of car­ 
tridges and other material, ami pre- j 
seating it. after a mud bath, to tho 
salvage officers for tile saki* of ob­ 
taining the small 
sums of money 
awarded; but measures have since 
been taken, I ain told, to gender ibis 
kind of graft, difficult, if not impossi­ 
ble. 
Officers instruct Soldiers. 
In order to keep up the morale of 
the German troops which seems to he 
on the wane, the .erman military au­ 
thorities have established a special 
service of "YVolilfahrts Olliziere.” or 
propaganda officers. 
Their mission is 
to reply to all questions the men de­ 
sire to ask concerning tin* war. or con­ 
cerning the resumption of business aft­ 
er the war. 
According to ti secret doc­ 
ument captured by the French, these 
officers at'present are to advise Hie 
men to read various official publica­ 
tions and a selection of war literature. 
They are to make the men understand 
the necessity of continuing the war 
4, until the allies “have given up their 
ideas of conquest,” until Germany 
Is reassured as to its economic fu­ 
ture. 
One of these officers se em s to he a 
certain Captain Lochner, concerning 
whose pan-German lectures in the hos­ 
pitals the socialist papers of Mainz 
lately have been complaining. 
After 
one of his lectures the captain dis­ 
tributed leaflets to the h e lp le ss pa­ 
tients, which read^ as follows: 
“I declare to be an enemy and trai­ 
tor to the country he who emits 
doubts concernibg our victory; says 
publicly that Germany has wronged 
her enemies; declares himself publicly 
for the status quo ante; says he is a 
partisan of a compromise with Brig­ 
and or a premature peace; commits 
or approves acts of a nature to spare' 
our enemies and to sacrifice our com­ 
patriots; favors tendencies hostile to 
the country either in tho occupied re­ 
gions or i/i the interior, or combats 
or stifles pan-German tendencies; ex­ 
changes sympathies with citisens of

Washington.—Three general policies 
in food saving are now being main­ 
tained by three great nations, the 
United States, Great Britain and Ger­ 
many. 
The German idea is strict rationing 
of the consumer, and recently the Unit­ 
ed States food administration issued 
figures showing the present German 
ration, which is meager os to variety 
and far below average dietetic re­ 
quirements. 
The American idea in food saving is 
to secure voluntary co-operation, as far 
as possible, from both the public and 
the producer arid handlers of food ar­ 
ticles. 
The British idea lies between the 
two. As little compulsory rationing as 
possible is imposed upon the general 
public. But there is a farreaching and 
rigid supervision of all food articles 
by regulating the manufacturers and 
merchants, by the establishment of 
maximum prices, and after December 
30 rationing cards are to he issued tor 
sugar. 
What Lord Rhondda Says. 
A statement just 
issued 
by Lord 
Rhondda, tile British food controller, 
describing the British system of food 
control gives a succinct and a clear 
picture for comparison of the food-sav­ 
ing measures which arc now being fol­ 
lowed in the United States. 
Lord Rhondda says: 
“My aim is to safeguard the inter­ 
ests of the consumer, to do away with 
profiteering altogether, and to prevent 
excessive profits of any kind. 
The 
framework of our machinery is formed 
on the civil service. They are the ad­ 
ministrators, but In all cases we se­ 
cure the best available business men t«» 
advise them, as well as a number of 
expert committees dealing with almost 
every food commodity. 
The policy is 
to limit profits at every step from file 
producer to the consumer, and at the* 
same time to regulate supply. 
“A costings department under the 
direction of chartered accountants has 
been set up, through which the profits 
made by any manufacturer or retailer 
of food can be ascertained. The coun­ 
try has been divided into separate 
areas, in each of which a leading firm 
of accountants has been appointed by 
this department to do the necessary 
work.

“Decentralization is obtained by di­ 
viding Great Britain into IG food di­ 
visions. consisting of so many coun­ 
ties. 
Each division is under the su­ 
perintendence of a commissioner ap- 
j pointed by lite food controller.

„ i each of these divisions tlx* borough, 
! urban or rural district councils, or 
I other local authorities, appoint local 
food committees, with limited powers 
and certain discretion, to carry out 
such regulations as regards price and 
distribution as may be issued from 
headquarters. 
“Local tradesmen are registered with 
their local committees, and if any 
tradesman does not carry out regula­ 
tions and orders he may la* struck off 
the register and prevented from fur­ 
ther trading. 
The various orders fix­ 
ing or amending the maximum prices 
of meat. milk. potatoes, bread, etc., are 
communicated to the local committees, 
and the trades and public are informed 
through the daily and trades press. A 
staff of inspectors is kept a t headquar­ 
ters, and a nuinlw*r of sentences have 
been imposed by magistrates through­ 
out the country for contravention of 
the regulations. 
The general penalty 
is a tine not exceeding $100. or a term 
of six months’ imprisonment, with or 
without hard labor, or both. This pun­ 
ishment may be inflicted for every sev­ 
eral offense. 
I purpose to make the 
penalties more severe. 
“While the prices of practically all 
essential foods are now under control. 
no compulsory rationing is imposed on 
the general public, although all public 
cating places are rationed as to tho 
amount of moat, flour, bread and sugar 
which may he used in every week on 
the basis of an average for each meal. 
After December 30 only half a pound 
of sugar per capita will be permitted. 
This will be obtainable through a sys­ 
tem of each consuming householder or 
consumer registering with a specified 
retailer, and securing from the local 
food committee a card entitling his 
household or himself to the ration. The 
retailer will keep a record of his deliv­ 
eries to insure his not supplying any 
one customer in one week with more 
than the proper allowance.

ments for the issue of these cards are 
in pfbgress, and they will form the 
groundwork should it become neces­ 
sary later on to ration other food­ 
stuffs.
